The Reader will have no Reaſon to be offended 
with our Author for thus diſtinguiſhing between 
thoſe Books which have the internal Senſe, and 
thole which have it not, when he conſiders the 
true Ground and Nature of ſuch Diſtinction. By 
having tbe internal Senſe, we are to underſtand 
the regular Connection and Deſcent of Divine 
Truth from the Lord, firſt to the Celeſtial King- 
dom, then through that to the Spiritual Kingdom, 
till it terminates in the Natural or the loweſt King- 
dom of Creation; for thus Divine Truth is ac- 
commodated to each reſpectively, according to the 
different Degrees of Reception in the Inhabitants. 
It is in Reference to this internal Senſe in a pecu- 
[liar Manner, that the Lord is called the Word, as 
.being the Divme Truth itſelf, which deſcended 
from Heaven and was made Fleſh. The Differ- 
ence between thoſe Books which have the internal 
Senſe, and thoſe which have not the internal 
"Senſe, is, that the former, collectively taken, form 
one complete Whole, and are the very and eſſen- 
tal Divine Truth which connects Heaven and 
Earth together; whilſt the latter may be conſi- 
dered only as Rays of ſpiritual Light reſlected 
from that Divine Truth, and not ſo immediately 
proceeding from the Lord himſelf.

The Tranſlator would here obſerve, that al- 
vu our enlightened. Author has not given. a 
Place 
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Place in his Axcaxa CTESTIA to the Writings 
of Paul, and the other Apoſtles, yet in moſt of his 
other Works he freely makes Uſe of their Au- 
thority, by Way of Confirmation to the Doc- 
trines which he advances; for the Light of Con- 
firmation being a natural Light, it is allowable to 
eſtabliſh Truth by rational Arguments, and even 
by Obſervations drawn from the Things of this 
World. | 


Let it be further remarked, that at the Time of 
the Apoſtles there were extant ſome of the Books 
of the Ancient Church (now loſt), which were 
written by Correſpondences, in the ſame 'Manner 
as the Book of Job.

MN: A 
SOULS or BEASTS. 


Extracted from the Fourth Volume of 
APOCALYPSIS EXPLICATA, 


— 
T is impoſſible for any one to know: 


1 what is the Nature and Quality of 
the Life proper to the Beaſts: of the 
Earth, the Birds of the Air, and the 
Kiſhes of the Sea, unleſs it be known 
what is the Nature of their Soul, and 
the Quality thereof. That every Animal 
is poſſeſſed of a Soul, is well known; for 
they live, and Liſe is the Soul; for which 
Reaſon, in the Word they are alſo called 
living Souls, or Souls of Life. | 


That 
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That a Soul in it's ultimate Form, 
which is that of the Body, ſuch as ap- 
pears to the natural Sight, is an Animal, 
cannot better be known than from the 


Spiritual World; for there, as well as in 


the Natural World, are ſeen all Kinds of 


Beaſts, Birds, and Fiſhes, and in Forms 


ſo very ſimilar, that they cannot be diſ- 
tinguiſhed from ſuch as appear in our 
World: But herein conſiſteth the Dif- 
ference ; in the Spiritual World they have 
an apparent Exiſtence from the Affec- 
tions of Angels and Spirits, ſo that they 
may be called the Appearances of their 
Affections; for which Reaſon alſo they 


immediately vaniſh, as ſoon as ever the 


Angel or Spirit departs, or his Affection 
ceaſes: Hence it is evident, that their 
Soul is Nothing elſe but ſuch Affection; 


and conſequently that there are as many 
Genera and Species of Animals, as there 


are Genera and Species of Affections.

That the Aﬀections, which in the Spi- 
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are not interior ſpiritual Aﬀections, but 
exterior ſpiritual, will appear from what 
follows; and further, that there is not a 
ſingle Hair or Thread of Wool in any 
Beaſt, nor a fingle Quill or Feather in 
any Bird, nor the ſmalleſt Portion of 
Scales in any Fiſh, but what is derived 
from the Life of their Soul, and thus 
ſrom a ſpiritual Principle clothed with 
the natural. But Something ſhall be firſt 
ſaid concerning the Animals which ap- 
pear in Heaven, concerning thoſe which 
appear in Hell, and concerning thoſe 
which appear in the World of Spirits, 
which is in the Midſt between Heaven 
and Hell. | 


Since the univerſal Heaven is diſtin- 
guiſhed into Societies, and alſo the 
univerſal Hell, as well as the univerſal 
World of Spirits, and thoſe Societies are 


regulated and diſpoſed according to the 


Genera and Species of their Aﬀections ; 


and fince the Animals there are the Ap- 
.G pearances 
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pearances of Aſſections, as was juſt now 
obſerved, therefore one Genus of Animal, 
with it's various Species, appears in one 
Society, and another Genus in another 
Society, and all the Genera of Animals 
with their Species in the Societies collec- 
tively taken. In the Societies of Heaven 
there appear tame and clean Animals, in 
the Societies of Hell fierce and unclean 
Beaſts, and in the World of Spirits Beaſts 
of a mixed Quality. I have ſeen them 
many a Time, and it was given me there- 
by to know what Kind of Angels or Spi- 
rits were preſent ; for all in the Spiritual 
World are known by the Appearances 
which are near them, and ſurround them ; 
their Aflections are diſcoverable from a 


Variety of Objects, and alſo from Ani- 


mals. In the Heavens I have ſeen 


Lambs, Sheep, and She-Goats, ſo nearly 


reſembling the Lambs, Sheep, and She- 
Goats in the World, that I could not 
diſcern the ſmalleſt Difference; there 
arc alſo to be ſeen in the Heavens Turtle- 
; 5 1 Doves, 


i 
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Doves, Pigeons, Birds of Paradiſe, and 


ſeveral other Kinds of moſt beautiful 
Form and Colour: Fiſhes likewiſe are, 
ſcen in the Waters, but theſe only ap- 
pear in the loweſt Parts of Heaven. But 
in the Hells there appear Dogs, Foxes, 
Wolves, Tygers, Swine, Mice, and ſeveral 
other Kinds, of fierce and unclean Beaſts, 
with many Sorts of poilonous Serpents, 


and likewiſe Crows, Owls, and Bats. In 


the World of Spitits are ſeen Camels, 


Elephants, Horſes, Aſſes, Oxen, Stags, 
Lions, Leopards, Bears, and alſo Fagles, 
Kites, Magpies, Peacocks, and Quails. 
There are alſo Animals of a compounded 
Nature, ſuch as were ſeen by the Pro- 
phets, and deſcribed in the Word, as in 
Rev. xiii. 2; and other Places. 


Since then ſuch is the Reſemblance be- 
tween the Animals which appear in the 


Spiritual World, and thoſe which are 


in the Natural World, that they can by 
no Mcans be diſtinguiſhed ; and ſincę 
G 2 _ they 
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they derive their Exiſtence from the Af- 
fections of the Angels of Heaven, and 
from the Luſts of the Spirits of Hell; it 
follous, that natural Afﬀections and Luſts 
are their Souls, and when clothed with a 
Body, that they are in Form and Like- 
nels Animals. But what Affection or 
Luſt is the Soul of this or that Animal, 
whether it be a tame or a wild Beaſt of 
the Earth, or a Bird of Day or of Night, 
or a Fiſh of pure or of ſtinking Water, it 
is not the Buſineſs of this Place to ex- 
plain. They are mentioned in many Parts 
of the Word, and there they have a Sig- 
nification according to the Quality of 
their Souls; what is ſignified by Lambs, 
Sheep, She-Goats, Rams, Kids, He- 
Goats, Bullocks, Oxen, Camels, Horſes, 
Aſſes, Stags, and certain Kinds of Foul, 
may be ſeen explained in the Arcana 
Ca LESTIA, | 


Theſe Obſervations being premiſed, I 


mall now point out what the Soul of 
| 7 Beaits 
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Beafts is: The Soul of Beafts, conſidered 
in itſelf, is ſpiritual; for Affection, of 
whatever Kind it be, whether good or 
evil, is of a ſpiritual Nature, being a De- 
rivation of ſome Love, and taking it's 


Origin from the Light and Heat, which 


proceed from the Lord as a Sun; and 
whatſoever proccedeth thence, is ſpiri- 
tual. That evil Aﬀections, which are 
called Luſts, are likewiſe ſrom that 
Origin, is evident from what has been 
ſaid in another Place concerning the evil 
Loves and inſane Luſts of the Genin and 
Spirits of Hell. The Beafts and wild 
Creatures, whoſe Souls are evil Aﬀec- 
tions, ſuch as Mice, poiſonous Serpents, 
Crocodiles, Baſiliſks or Cockatrices, Vi- 
pers, &c. together with various Kinds 
of noxious Inſects, were not created from 
the Beginning, but took their Riſe with 
Hell, in Lakes, Tens, ſtinking and filthy 
Waters, and wherever there were Effluvia 
arifing from rotten Carcaſes, Dung, and 
Urine; for with ſuch Things the walig- 
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nant Loves of the infernal Societies ha ve 
Communication; of the Truth of which 
I was made ſenſible by Experience. There 
is alſo in every Thing ſpiritual a plaſlic 
Power, or Power of forming, wherever 
homogeneous Exhalations are found in 
Nature; and there is further in every 
Thing ſpiritual the Power of propagating, 
for rhe ſpiritual Principle forms nct only 
the Organs of Senſe and Motion, but alſo 
the Organs of Prolification by Means of 
Wombs and Eggs. But from the Be- 
ginning uſeful and clean Beaſts only were 
created, the Souls of which are good Af- 
tections. | 


It is to be obſerved, however, that the 
Souls of Beaſts are not ſpiritual in the 
ſame Degree as the Souls of Men, but 
in an inferior Degree, for there are De- 
grees of ſpiritual Things ; and the Aﬀec- 
tions of the inferior Degree, although 
ſpiritual as to their Origin, are yet only 
to be conſidered as natural, being ſimilar 

to 
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to the Affections of the natural Man. 
There are three Degrees of natural Af- 


fections in Man, as well as in Beaſts; in 


the loweſt Degree are Inſects of various 
Kinds; in the next Degree are the Fowls 
of the Air; and in the higheſt Degree 


are the Beaſts of the Earth, which were 


created from the Beginning. 


The Difference between Men and Beaſts 


is as the Difference between Waking and 
Sleeping, or between Light and Shade. 
Man is ſpiritual, and at the ſame Time 
natural; but a Beaſt is not ſpiritual, but 
only natural. Man has a Will and Un- 
derſtanding; his Will is the Receptacle 
of the Heat of Heaven, which is Love, 
and his Underſtanding is the Receptacle 


of the Light of Heaven, which is Wiſ- 


dom: But a Beaſt has neither a Will 
nor Underſtanding; but inſtead. of a 
Will it has Affection, and inſtead of an 
Underſtanding it has Science. In Man 


the Will and Underſtanding can act in 
Unity, 
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Unity, and they are alſo capable of acting 
not in Unity, but ſeparately; for Man 
can think from his Underſtanding, what 
he doth not love or defire from his Will; 
and on the other Hand he can love with 
his Will, what his Underſtanding con- 
demns: But in a Beaſt Affection and 
Science conſtitute One, and can by no 
Means be ſeparated, for it has a Know- 
ledge of whatever relates to it's Affection, 
and it is affected with whatever is an Ob- 
ject of it's Science. 


As the two Faculties in a Beaſt, called 
Science and Affection, cannot be ſepa- 
rated, therefore it cannot deſtroy the 
Order of it's Liſe; hence it is, that a 
Beaſt is born to all the Scienge of it's 
Affection. The Caſe is otherwiſe with 
Man; his two Faculties of Life, called 
the Will and the Underſtanding, may 
be ſeparated, as was juſt now obſerved; 
therefgre he can deſtroy the Order of his 
Lite, by thinking contrary to his Will, 

and - 
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and by willing contrary to his Under- 
ſtanding ; hereby alſo he has deftroyed 
it : Hence it is, that Man is born in mere 
Ignorance, to the End that he may be in- 
troduced from that into Order, by Means 
of Sciences acquired by the Underſtand- 
ing. The Order in which Man was 


created, is to love God above all Things, 


and his Neighbour as himſelf; and the 
State, into which he hath fallen by de- 


ſtroy ing that Order, is, that he loves him 


felf above all Things, and the World as 
himſelf. As Man has a ſpiritual Mind, 
which is above his natural Mind, and his 
ſpiritual Mind can view the Things ap- 
pertaining to Heaven and the Church, 
and alſo the Affairs of civil Society in 
Regard to Manners and Laws; and as 
ſuch Things have Relation to Truths and 
Goods, which are called ſpiritual, moral, 
and civil, and to their Oppoſites, which 
are Falſes and Evils; therefore Man can 
not only think analytically, and thereby 


draw Concluſions, but he can alſo receive 
| Influx 
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Influx through Heaven from the Lord, 
and become intelligent and wiſe. Of this 
no Beaſt whatever is capable ; whatſoever 
a Bcaſl knows, is not from any Under- 
ſtanding, but from the Science of Affec- 
tion, which is it's Soul, The Science of 
Affection takes Place in every Thing 
ſpiritual, for the ſpiritual Principle pro- 
cecding from the Lord as a Sun, is Light 
united to Heat, or Wiſdom united to 
Love; and Science is of Wiſdom, and 
Affection is of Love, in that Degree 
which is called natural. | 


Since Man has a ſpiritual and at the 
ſame Time a natural Mind, and the ſor- 
mer is above the latter, being of ſuch a 
Nature, that it can behold and love Truths 
and Goods in every Degree, both con- 
Jointly with the natural Mind, and ab- 
ſtractedly, from it, it follows, that the 
Interiors of Man, belonging to each 
Mind, are capable of being elevated by 
the Lord to Himſelf, and thus conjoined 

with 
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with Him: Hence it is, that every Man 
liveth to Eternity. The Caſe is other- 
wiſe with a Beaſt, which has not any 
' ſpiritual Mind, bur merely a natural one; 
therefore it's Interiors, being only of Sci- 
ence and Afﬀection, cannot be elevated 
by the Lord, nor conjoined with Him; 
for which Reaſon a Beaſt doth not live 
after Death. A Beaſt 1s indeed led by 
a certain ſpiritual Influx, deſcending 
into it's Soul; but as it's ſpiritual Part 
cannot be elevated, it muſt needs be 
prone to look downward, and be aftected 
only with ſuch Things as regard it's 
Nouriſhment, Habitation, and Propaga- 
tion, and from the Science of it's Af- 
fection know them by Means of Seeing, 
Smelling, and Taſting. As Man by 
Virtue of his ſpiritual Mind can think 
rationally, therefore he can alſo ſpeak, 
for Speech is the Effect of Thought 
from the Underſtanding, which can ſee 
Truths in a ſpiritual Light: But a Beaſt, 

having 
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having no Thought from Underſtanding, 
but merely Science from Affection, can 
only utter Sounds expreiſſive of it's Af- 
techon, and vary them according to it's 
Appetites.

OBSERVATIONS 
on THE 


VEGETABLE KINGDOM and 
it's SOUL, 


.... 


F as the vegetative Soul is ſpiri- 
tual, as well as the Soul of Beaſts, 
is unknown in the World. By the vege- 
tative Soul is meant the Effort and Ten- 
dency of producing a Vegetable from one 
Seed progreſſively to other Seeds, and 
thereby of multiplying itſelf to Infinity, 
and of propagating itſelf to Eternity, there 
being, as it were, an Idea of Infinity and 
Eternity in every Vegetable; for one ſingle 
Seed might be ſo multiplied in a certain 
Number of Years, as to fill the whole 
Earth, and alſo be propagated from Seed 

H to 
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to Seeds without End. This, together 
with it's wonderful Growth from a Root 
to a Herb, then to a Stalk, afterwards to 
Branches, Leaves, Flowers, Fruits, and 
again to new Seeds, is not a Property of 
Nature, or from the Natural World, but 
of Spirit, and conſequently from the Spi- 
ritual World. 


How the ſpiritual Principle flows into 
and acts upon Vegetables, producing that 
Eftort, Tendency, and Action, cannot be 
comprehended by any Underſtanding, un- 
leſs the following Articles are well at- 
tended to: I. That Nothing exiſts and 
ſubſiſts in Nature, but from the ſpiritual 
Principle, and by it. II. That Nature in 
itſelf is dead, created that the ſpiritual 
Principle may be clothed by it in Forms 
ſubſervient to Uſe, and that therein it 
may have it's Termination. III. That 
there are two common Forms, fpiritual 
and natural, the ſpiritual being the Form 
of Animals, and the natural the Form of 

Vegetables. 
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Vegetables. IV. That there are three 
Powers in every Thing ſpiritual, namely, 
the Power of acting, the Power of cre- 
ating, and the Power of forming. V. 
That from the ſpiritual Principle, by 
Means of thoſe Powers, both Vegetables 
and Animals have their Exiſtence, as 
well thoſe which appear in Heaven, as 
thoſe which are in the World. VI. That 
both Vegetables and Animals have the 
ſame Origin, and conſequently the ſame 
Soul, the Difference being ſolely in the 
Forms which are recipient of Influx. 
VII. And that their Origin is in Uſe. 


There are in the Heavens, as well as in 
the Earths, Vegetables of every Genus 
and Species; yea there are in the Hea- 
vens ſuch Vegetables as are not to be 
found on the Earths, being compounded 
of Genera and Species with an infinite 
Variety. But the Genera and Species of 
Vegetables differ there, juſt as the Ge- 
nera and Species of Animals do. 

H 2 Ac- 
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According to the Degrees of Heat 
and Light in the Heavens there appear 
Gardens, Paradiſes, Groves, Fields, and 
Plains, and in them Orchards, Flower- 
Gardens, and Graſs-Plats. In the inmoſt 
or third Heaven particularly are Or- 
chards, the Fruits of which abound 
with Oil; there are Flower-Gardens, 
which yield fragrant Odours, with Sceds 
that are ſavoury by Virtue of their Fra- 
grance, and ſweet by Virtue of their Oil; 
there are alſo Graſs-Plats, which in like 
Manner yield the moſt grateful Odours. 
In the middle or ſecond Heaven there 
are Orchards, whoſe Fruits produce 
Wines; there are Flower-Gardens, which 
exhale pleaſant Odours, and whoſe Seeds 
give delicious Taſtes; there are alſo 
Graſs-Plats, which have a ſimilar Effect. 
In the loweſt or firſt Heaven the like 
Things exiſt, as do in the inmoſt and 
middle Heaven, with a Difference of 
Delights and Pleaſantneſſes according to 


Degrees. There arc alſo Fruits and Sceds 
f in 
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in the inmoſt Heaven of pure Gold, 

the middle Heaven of Silver, and in the 
loweſt Heaven of Copper; and likewiſe 
Flowers of precious Stones, and of Chryſ- 
tals. All theſe Things are the Produc- 
tions of the Earths there; for in the 
Heavens, or in the Spiritual World, there 
are Earths, as well as with us in the Na- 
tural World; Nothing however grows 
there from Seed ſown in the Ground, but 
from Seed created, and Creation in that 
World is inſtantaneous, and it's Dura» 
tion is ſometimes long, and ſometimes 
momentary ; for all Things exiſt there by 
the Powers of Light and Heat from the 
Sun of Heaven, which is the Lord, without 
the Aid or Aſſiſtance of Light and Heat 
from the Sun of the World: Hence the 
material Subſtances in the Earths of our 
Globe are fixed, and the vegetable Pro- 
ductions conſtant ; but the Subſtances in 
the Earths, which are in the Heavens, 
are not fixed, and conſequently the vege- 
ie Productions from them are not 
E e conſtant. 
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conſtant. All Things there are ſpiritual, 
having a natural Appearance; which is 
not the Caſe in. the Earths that are ſubject 
to the Sun of this World. The Difter- 
ence between the Earths in the Heavens, 
and thoſe in our World, is, that the for- 
mer are ſpiritual in their Origin, and the 
latter natural; and that the Productions 
from ous Earths take Place from the ſpi- 
Fitual Principle through the Medium of 
Nature, but in the other Earths without 


Nature. 


It has been already ſhewn, that the 
Origin of Animals, which is their Soul, 
is a ſpiritual Affection, ſuch as pertains 
to Man in his natural Principle, That 
the Origin of Vegetables is likewiſe the 
fame, is very evident from the Vegetables 
in the Heavens; for they appear there 
according to the Aﬀections of the Angels, 
and are alſo repreſentative of them, in- 
fomuch that the Angels ſce and know the 
Qualities of their own Affections in the 
ven 
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Vegetables, as in their true Forms and 
Characters; and theſe are alſo varied or 
changed with and according to the At- 
fections: But this takes Place without 
the Societies. The only Difference is, 
that the Affections appear formed into 
Animals from the ſpiritual Principle in 
it's Mediates, and into Vegetables in it's 
Ultimates, which are the Earths there; 
for the ſpiritual Principle, which gives 
Birth to them, in it's Mediates is alive, 
but in it's Ultimates it is not alive, the 
ſpiritual Principle in the Ultimates hav- 
ing only a Capacity, derived from that 
which 1s alive, to-produce a Reſemblance 
of Life; nearly the ſame as in the human 
Body, wherein the Cartilages, Bones, 
Teeth, and Nails, are it's Ultimates pro- 
duced from what is ſpiritual; in which 
Ultimates the Life, which is derived from 
the Soul, terminates. 


That the vegetative Soul is the ſame in 


Ks Origin, as the Soul of the Beaſts: of 
the 
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the Earth, the Fowls of the Air, and the 
Fiſhes of the Sea, does not indeed appear 

true at firſt Sight, by Reaſon of the very 
different Modes of their Exiſtence, the 
one having Life, and the other not; but 
nevertheleſs it appears manifeſtly evident 


from the Animals and Vegetables that are 


ſeen in the Heavens, and alſo from the 


Animals and Vegetables that are ſeen in 


the Hells: In the Heavens there appear 
beautiful Animals, and Vegetables an- 
ſwering to them; but in the Hells there 
appear noxious Animals, and Vegetables 
anſwering to them; and Angels and Spi- 
rits are known from the Animals which 
appear, and in like Manner from the Ve- 
getables, theſe being in full and perfect 
Agreement with their Affections; yea, 
ſuch is their Agreement, that an Animal 
can be converted into an accordant Ve- 
getable, and a Vegetable into an accor- 
dant Animal. The Angels of Heaven 
know what Affection is repreſented in the 
one, and what in the other; and I have 
| heard, 


* 
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heard, and alſo perceived, that it is of 
the ſame Kind in one, as in the other. 
It has been given me alſo to have a clear 
Knowledge of the Correſpondence not 
only of Animals, but likewife of Vege- 
tables, with the Societies of Heaven, and 
with the Societies of Hell, and thus with 
their Affections, for Societies and Aﬀec- 


tions in the Spiritual World conſtitute _ 


one. Hence it is, that Mention is ſo 

often made in the Word of Gardens, 

Groves, Woods, Trees, with Plants of 

various Kinds; and that they there ſig- 
nify ſpiritual Things according to their 

Origins, which have all Relation to At- 
— 


The Difference therefore between the 
Vegetables in the Spiritual World, and 
thoſe in the Natural, is, that in the Spiri- 
tual World they exiſt in a Moment ac- 
cording to the Affections of the Angels 
and Spirits there, and this is the Caſe both 


with Reſpect to Seeds and the Productions 
. of 
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of Vegetation; but in the Natural World 
the Origin of Vegetables is implanted in 
the Sceds, from which they are annually 
produced. Moreover, there are two Pro- 
perties in Nature, namely, Lime with it's 
Succeſſion, and Space with it's Exten- 
ſion; but theſe do not exiſt in the Spi- 
ritual World as Properties thereof, being 
there only Appearances of the States of 
the Life of the Inhabitants: Hence alſo 
It is, that from the Earths there, which 
are ſpiritual in their Origin, Vegetables 
ſpring up in a Moment, and allo inſtantly 
vaniſh, which yet only happens when the 
Angels depart, for till then they are per- 
manent. | 387 


The Origin of the vegetative Soul is 
alſo from Uſe, Affections having Reſpe& 
to Uſes; Uſe is the Subject of all Aﬀec- 
tion; for Man cannot be affected, except 
it be for the Sake of Something, and this 
Something is Uſe. Now fince all Af- 
fection ſuppoſeth Uſe, and ſince the vege- 

tative 
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tative Soul, from it's ſpiritual Origin, is 
Affection, as was obſerved, therefore it 
is alſo Uſe. + From this Cauſe it is, that 
in every Vegetable there is a Uſe, a ſpi- 
ritual Uſe in the Spiritual World, and a 
ſpiritual and at the ſame Time a natural 

_ Uſe in the Natural World; ſpiritual Uſe 
is for the various States of the Mind, and 
natural Uſe is for the various States of the 
Body. The natural Uſe of Vegetables in 
this World is well known, being familiar 
to common Obſervation. The external 
ſpiritual Uſe reſulting from them in the 
Heavens, is Recreation of Mind; and the 
internal ſpiritual Uſe is a Repreſentation 
of Divine Things in them, and thus alfo 
an Elevation of the Mind; for the wiſer 
Angels ſee in them the Quality of Aﬀec- 
tions in regular Connection; the Varie- 
ties of Flowers in their Order, and at the 
ſame Time the Variegations of their Co- 
lours, as well as their Odours, make thoſe 
Aﬀections manifeſt, and diſcover what 1s 
contained within them; for every ulti- 
5 mate 
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mate or natural Affection, although it be 
ſpiritual, deriveth it's Quality from an 
interior Affection, which is that of Intel- 
ligence and Wiſdom, and theſe derive 
their Quality from Uſe and it's Love. In 
a Word, Nothing elſe flouriſhes or is 
produced from the Ground in the Hea- 
vens, but Uſe, for Uſe is the vegetative 


Soul. 


Since Uſe is the vegetative Soul, there- 
fore in thoſe Places in the Spiritual 
World, called Deſerts, where they dwell, 
who in the World had rejected Works of 
Charity, which are eſſential Uſes, there 
appears neither Graſs nor Herb of any 
Kind, but merely Gravel and Sand. By 
the Uſes, which alone flouriſh in the Hea- 
vens, 1s meant all Good in Act, which is 
derived from the Lord by Love to Him, 
and by neighbourly Love. Every Vege- 
table there repreſents a Form of Uſe; 
and whatever appears in any Vegetable, 
from it's firſt to it's laſt and from it's laſt 
t@ 
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to it's firſt, that is, from the Seed to the 
Flower and from the Flower to the Seed, 
exhibits the Progreſſion and Extenſion of 
Affection and it's Uſe, from End to End. 
The ſkilful in the Art of Botany, Che- 
miſtry, Phyſic, and Pharmacy, after 
Death come into the Science of the ſpi- 
ritual Uſes reſulting from the Vegetables 
in the Spiritual World, and they allo 
exerciſe it, and take their chief Delight 
therein. I have converſed with fuch, and 
have heard wonderful Things from them. 


From what has been ſaid every one may 
now clearly perceive the great Error of 
thoſe, who aſcribe the Generations of Ani- 
mals, and the Productions of Vegetables, 
to Nature. They are like Perſons who 
aſcribe magnificent and ſplendid Works 
to the Inſtrument inſtead of the Artiſt, or 
like thoſe who worthip a graven Image 
inſtead of God. Hence have ariſen in- 
numerable Fallacies in reaſoning concern- 
ing Things ſpiritual, moral, and civil;

for Fallacy is an Inverſion of Order, it is 
the Judgment of the Eye and not of the 
Mind, and it is a Concluſion from the 
Appearance of a Thing, and not from it's 
Effence : Wherefore to reaſon from Fal- 
lacies concerning the World, and the 
Exiſtence of Things therein, is Iike con- 
firming by Reaſonings that Darkneſs rs 
Light, that Death is Life, and that the 
Body flows into the Soul, and not the 
Soul into the Body ; when nevertheleſs it 
is an eternal Truth, that all Influx is 
| ſpiritual, and not natural; or in other 
Wards, that the Soul, which is ſpiritual, 
flows into the Body which is materiah 
and the Spiritual World into the Na- 
tural World; and moreover, that as the 
Divine Being created all Things from 
himſelf, and by what proceeds from him- 
ſelf, ſo alſo does he ſupport and uphold 
all Things; conſequently, that Suſtenance 
or Support is perpetual] Creation, juſt as 
Subſiſtence is perpetual Exiſtence. . 
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
